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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Examiner has not 
presented a prima facie case since none of the applied prior art references either singly or in combination teach the claimed invention. In 
addition, Applicant argues that the Henneuse reference does not disclose an available venue reservation.
